SEWER BOND ISSUE 
CURRIED ON TUESDAY 
------- 
Tuesday was a real red letter day 
for 
Sikeston 
when the progressive 
citizenship voted 
$82,000 
bonds 
to 
bjpild a sewer system 
for the city. 
The last time an attempt was made 
to vote sewer bonds, the proposition 
was short 23 votes of the necessary 
two-thirds majority. 
This tim e* the 
engineers 
prepared 
sufficient 
blue 
prints so that they were on display 
for the inspection of all who were in­ 
terested and the two newspapers of 
the city printed the plat so that 
it 
could be placed in every home. 
Working in conjunction 
with 
the 
City was the Chamber of Commerce, 
the Woman’s Club 
and 
the 
Lions 
Club. 
The forces were well organiz­ 
ed and an unusual effort was made 
to get the vote to the polls. 
The vote by Wards was as follows: 
Ward 1—Y( s 270, No 34. 
Ward 2— Yes 170, No 96. 
Ward 3—Yes 172, No 109. 
Ward 4—Yes 199, No 50. 
The total vote cast was 1112, which 
is nearly half of the voters of Sikes­ 
ton. 
The majortiy 
above 
the two- 
thirds necessary was 245. 
An adjourned meeting of the City 
Council will be held Monday evening, 
at which time the date for selling the 
bonds will be set. 
All bonding com­ 
panies in St. Louis will be notified of 
the date set for selling the bonds and 
a committee from the Council will of­ 
fer them to the highest bidder. These 
bonds will probably draw 5 per cent 
interest and are expected to sell at a 
premium. 
Wilcox & Berthe, the engineers, are 
now preparing the specifications and 
will immediately advertise the work 
which requires 15 days notice. 
It is 
believed the successful contractor will 
be on the ground with his equipment 
in thirty days and rush the job to an 
early completion. 
The passing of this measure means 
much to the future of Sikeston 
and 
will work 
no peculiar 
hardship on 
any property holder and should 
not 
inertase the rent one penny as the in­ 
creased taxes will amount to but 
a 
few cents each month.

HIGH SCHOOL BOILER 
GOES TO PIECES 


The new boiler placed in the west 
wing of the High S,chool building 
to 
heat -this wing and the 
auditorium 
went to pieces Monday. 
When placed it was believed to be 
of sufficient capacity to heat the new 
buildings, but later the estimate was 
made that a. 7-section 
radiator was 
required for the auditorium and a T>- 
section for the west wing, which was 
beyond th< capacity of the boiler. It 
was intend 
to cut ofT the auditorium 
when heat was needed in the school 
building and cut off the shcool when 
heat was n< eded in the auditorium. 
Some 
way or other, both valve* 
were left open and hot water 
from 
the boiler was sucked through 
the 
pipes and radiators back to the re­ 
turn trap which operates an electric 
button that started the electric pump. 
The suction was so great that every 
drop of wrater was taken 
from 
the 
boiler an$ when the return flow hit 
the pump, it started a flow of o ld 
water into an empty red hot boiler. 
Of course the bottom of the 
boiler 
cracked from end to end, then gradu­ 
ally the boiler cracked all over. 
Tuesday 
a 
telegraphic order was 
placed in Buffalo, N. Y., for a boiler 
sufficiently large to take care of the 
auditorium, the w’est wing and 
the 
east wing when conditions call for 
that extension to the building. 
This 
boiler was shipped from Buffalo Wed­ 
nesday of this week and will be im­ 
mediately installed. 
In the meantime the main building 
is being heated by the plant used 
in 
the past and if the 
weather 
holds 
moderate, no real suffering will be 
experienced in the class rooms, tho’ 
the auditorium will be chilly. 
The cost of the new boiler will be 
around $1300.

LOCARNO RESULT 
AIDS DEMOCRATS 


Washington, 
October 
20.—Ger­ 
many’s entry into the League of Na­ 
tions as forecast in cables from 
Lo­ 
carno, where the Allies are in confer­ 
ence, gives politicians something new \ 
to ponder over. 
For it will be recall­ 
ed that the Democratic Party, in its 
espousal of the League in the cam­ 
paign of 1920, lost the votes of Amer­ 
icans of German descent, and 
there 
were large defections of Irish voters, 
all of whom felt 
that 
the 
League 
w'ould somehow be an instrument of 
hostility to their respective ancestral 
lands. 
Now the Irish Free State has join­ 
ed the League. 
While the policy of 
a Free S tate is not concurred in 
by 
many Americans who *U11 believe in 
a republic free from British control, 
nevertheless 
Demorcats 
figure they 
got back in 1924 many of those who 
left the party 
on the League issue 
four years before. 
German sympathizers r o d e n t 
in 
America felt the League of Nations 
was really a league of victors; that 
the Treaty of Versailles was simply 
an imposition which the League Cov­ 
enant was designed to enforce 
upon 
Germany. 
Now it appears Germany hopes for 
a revision of the treaty by joining 
the League. 
Great Britain is 
the 
strongest advocate of German admis­ 
sion because of a belief that France 
will yield more gracefully to 
world 
opinion expressed in League meetings 
than by direct negotiation. 
Germany has indicated 
a willing­ 
ness to join but with certain reserva­ 
tions. 
One is of especial interest to 
the United States, particularly as the 
Allies seem willing 
to 
grant 
Ger­ 
many’s plea. 
This is that she should 
not be required 
to 
apply economic 
force as a penalty under certain pro­ 
visions 
of 
the 
Covenant 
whereby 
states are to be punished for break­ 
ing their treaties or agreements. If 
a concession can be given to Germany 
on this point, a 
reservation can be 
granted along the same lines. 
Also Germany is to enter with the 
distinct understanding that she is not 
to contribute military support if she 
prefers to remain neutral in a dispute 
between other nations. 
All this, however, at this stage of 
American opinion on the subject of 
the League is not calculated to bring 
about affirmative results since oppo­ 
sition to the League is still part and 
; parcel of Republican policy. 
Should 
j Germany and Ireland 
develop issues 
before 
the 
League 
of 
Nations in 
which the moral support of the Unit­ 
ed States w’ould be worth while, there 
would be some conversions to the pro- 
League element in American politics. 
The chief significance of the action ol 
Germany in considering favorably th* 
proposal to enter the League is in re- 
mvoing some of the hostility to the 
Democratic Party expressed by thost 
of German or Irish descent who were 
originally inclined to be Democrats, 
but turned from the Jeffersonian par 
ty as a result of the League contr^ 
versy. 
The late President Wilson justified 
the harsh terms 
of 
the 
Versailles 
Treaty, which he felt had to be 
ac­ 
cepted to get any peace at all, on the 
ground that the League of 
Nations 
would furnish 
a continuing 
peace 
conference through which periodical 
revision of the treaty could be made. 
If Germany secures 
the concessions 
she desires, circumstances prove the 
League machinery is being used ex­ 
actly as its creator predicted. 
Entirely apart from an effect 
on 
the question of American entry ioU 
the League, officials here are always 
pleased whenever a 
step is 
taken 
th a t means stability in Europe. 
If 
Germany’s 
admission 
into 
the 
League foreshadows a better working 
of the Dawes Plan, America would 
be gratified for economic as well 
as 
moral reasons. 
Because if the Daw­ 
es Plan in successful Europe will pay 
her debts to America and tax burdens 
here will be corespondingly relieved.

SMALL TAXPAYERS OET 
LITTLE HELP, CLAIM 


Washington, 
October 
22.—Demo­ 
crats and insurgent Republicans in 
Congress today believed they had dis­ 
covered a “joker” in the tax reduc­ 
tion programme of Secretary of the 
Treasury Mellon which would result 
in the small taxpayer receiving vir­ 
tually no relief from his present tax 
burden. 
Representative Garner 
of 
Texas, 
ranking Democrat on the House ways 
and means committee, 
said that he 
understands the treasury 
advocating 
reductions in the rates on small 
in­ 
comes, but to offset th s it is propos­ 
ing repeal of the 
“earned 
income” 
provision of the present law, which 
allows persons having taxable earn ­ 
ed income under $5,000 to deduct 25 
per cent. 
“The reductions in rates on 
the 
“little fellow” proposed by the tre a s­ 


ury, as I understand them, would be 
offset by elimination of the 25 per 
cent deduction feature and through 
headjustment of the brackets”, 
said 
Garner, adding: 
“Mr. Mellon made an earnest plea 
before the committee yesterday 
for 
relieving the rich people, but he did 
not talk much about lightening 
th'j 
burden of the millions of small t a x ­ 
payers”. 
Whiie regular Republicans on the 
ways 
and 
means 
committee doubt 
that the treasury would wipe out the 
25 per cent deduction feature, Garner 
and others have concluded that the 
estimates of the treasury must have 
been based on repeal of the earned in­ 
come feature. 
Officials of the T reas­ 
ury Department support 
this 
view', 
but they still contend that the “little 
fellow” is getting a reduction. 
The normal income tax 
rates 
at 
present are 2 per cent on the 
first 
$4,000 of taxable income, 4 per cent 
on the next $4,000 and 6 per cent on 
all beyond that amount. 


Testimony given before 
the com­ 
mittee yesterday by Secretary Mell- j 
on, with Undersecretary Winston and 
Joseph McCoy, treasury actuary, col­ 
laborating, was that the treasury fa-j 
vors making the new normal 
rates | 
lVi, 3 and 6 per cent, respectively. 
Undersecretary Winston announced 
at the treasury later, that the treas- j 
ury position is 1 per cent on the first 
$3,000, 3 per cent on the next $4,000 
and 5 per cent on all income beyond 
that amount. 
This 
rearrangement 
of brackets 
w'ould shift hundreds of thousands of 
taxpayers into 
higher 
classes 
and 
thereby take a heavier toll from them 
according to Garner. 
The ways and means committee to­ 
day heard L. A. Stew artt and Frank 
Kell 
of 
Forth Worth, Texas, 
Earl 
Scott of Houston, Texas, and George 
M. Craig of Port Arthur, Texas, all 
representing the Texas Tax Club and 
advocating a maximum surtax rate of 
20 per cent in place of the present 
maximum of 40 per cent. 


They also argued for repeal of the 
federal estate tax on the ground that 
the federal government should leave 
to the states the right to levy such a 
tax. 
By reducing the surtax 
rates, 
it 
was contended, more revenue would 
be collected from the wealthy people, 
because tax exempt securities would 
lose their attractiveness to large in­ 
vestors. 
An increase in surtaxes and 
retention of the estate tax, with 
its 
companions, the gift tax, was recom­ 
mended by Prof. H. NV. Peck of Syra- 
cuseUniversity.

icans of Germ an descent, and 
there 
were large defections of Irish voters, 
all of w'hom felt 
that 
the 
League 
would somehow he an instrum ent of 
hostility to their respective ancestral 
lands. 
Now the Irish Free State has join­ 
ed the League. 
While the policy of 
a Free S tate is not concurred in 
by 
many Am ericans who still believe in 
a republic free from British control, 
nevertheless 
Demorcats 
figure they 
got back in 1924 many of those who 
left the p arty 
on the League issue 
four years before. 
German sym pathizers resident 
in 
America felt the League of Nations 
was really a league of victors; that 
the T reaty of Versailles was simply 
an imposition which the League Cov­ 
enant was designed to enforce 
upon 
Germany. 
Now it appears Germany hopes for 
a revision of the treaty by joining 
the League. 
G reat Britain is 
the 
strongest advocate of German adm is­ 
sion because of a belief that France* 
will yield more gracefully to 
world 
opinion expressed in League meetings 
than by direct negotiation 
Germ any has indicated 
a willing­ 
ness to join but w ith certain reserva­ 
tions. 
One is of especial interest to 
the United S tates, particularly as the
